White- House the other daj prepared 
a speech for delivcrv in Cleveland 
which his just been released and con 
tains this si-jnifieant prediction

tain hesitation, and disposition to be 
cautious and a determination to be 
surefooted in the consideration of this 
subinct If I were to attempt to ex 
press a summing up of the present 
state of mind of Congress and thought 
ful men about the tariff it would 
seem to me that it amounts to a feel 
ing that tho present jear is not a 
pood one in which a permanent tariff 
bill to last for many years to come 


"Conditions throughout the world 


aro too chaotic to be able to fortcll 
exactly -what is needed The v»ry basic 
conditions in which tariff is built 
namely, the cost of manufacturing in 
vaiious Euippean countries and re 
lation to our own cost of m inufacturc 
and the value of the rurrencv of the 
varius European countries with rel i- 
lion to the value of our own currencv 
is at the present moment as fluct 
uatmg as quicksand and as unfor 
seeable in the future as the weather 
A dependable tariff built upon buch a 
foundation is difficult, of course. It 
Ins been thought by many that we 
could overcome these handfcops by 
a. device which we called American 
valuation, and which provided that 
all customs duties should be estimat- 
ed upon the value of goods at the 
time when they arrive in the United 
States and in terms of American mon- 
ey Looking carefully into this, it has 
been thought tint tins device might 
not overcome the handicap and fur 
ther might have a boomerang- eft>ot 
on our own interests The end of it 
has been that we have appropriated 
J100 000 to investigate this device and 
otherwise determine what might be 
done to help us toward writing a 
permanent tariff 


Task Is Difficult 


These conditions of fluctuation and 


instability which make the writing of 
a permanent tariff so difficult at the 
moment may in some measure be 
relieved after the disarmament con 
ference has taken place and we have 
accomplished t>teps, which the presi- 
dent has in mind for the adjustment 
of our international relations"

keep American ships from carrying 
return cargoes The truth is the ad 
ministration has discovered that ex 
port trade of the United States is not 
an insignificant factor in a business 
revival and that wavs 
and means 


must be found not only to finance but 
to stimulate imports. To those who 
have contended that with 
the im- 


provement in international exchange 
and the rise in the purchasing- power 
of Europe, American producers would 
again enjoy the world 
trade thev 


have been having in the last few 
>ears the tariff has seemed, like an 
anarchism The United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce has on many 'in 
occasion pointed out this difficulty. 


The meaning of Will Hays' speech 


therefoie is simply that the admmis 
tration will eventually write a perm- 
anpnt tariff bill to protect industries 
that need protection but it will not 
commit itself to a blanket policy of 
protection that will keep out imports 
It will try to write a tariff that will 
encourage imports that ought to be 
encouraged and discourage the kind 
that \vill ruin American industry Its 
more of a iob than was first reckoned 
upon and will not be c. sposed of as 
hnstily as was the emergency tariff 
The chances are that the disarma- 
ment conference which the postmast 
or jfener.il says may be a facto- in 
the problem will not be concluded 
until tho early part of next year.

ABE WE SHOWING THE WHITE 


FEATHER? 


One of the cardinal weaknesses of the 


American people is to complain of ma- 
terial prosperity. If there is a slowing 
down of commercial and industrial activi- 
ty, whether proncmnced or limited, the 
slogan "hard times" is adopted with en- 
thusiasm and they put on long faces and 
pretend to believe that the country is go- 
ing to the dogs. The politicians put fuel 
on the flames and a political press makes 
the most of the opportunity to spread pes- 
simism and blame the opposition for what- 
ever embarrassments business and the 
public undergo. 


There are two reasons for this discredit- 


able phenomena, both of which are psy- 
chological. One i? the fetich we make of 
politics, and the other is a state of super- 
prosperity. The former makes us the vic- 
tims of illusions, and the latter has whet- 
ted our appetite for dollar-getting and our 
intolerance of anything which interferes 
with the easy acquiring of money. 


In the first place, we have yet to learn 


that politics does not make prosperity. 
We have yet to learn that neither presi- 
dents nor parties determine our material 
well-being, nationally or individually. 
"Whether the American people are inordin- 
ately or moderately prosperous, or whe- 
ther they are in so-called hard times, 
they have made the condition themselves 
or it has been brought about by world 
forces over which they have no control. 


If politics and parties had supernatural 


power over trade and business, the Unit- 
ed States would today be weltering in 
prosperity. The certainty of Republican 
administration was insured at least a year 
fund a half ago. a Republican president 
was electpd nearly a year ago and the par- 
ty has been in office six months. If legis- 
lation it might enar-t or policies it might 
adopt could of themselves produce pros- 
perity, their beneficial effects should have 
been felt, IT business has a way of react- 
ing to coming changes long before they 
actually take place. Instead, however, of 
political change, much as it was anticipat- 
ed with satisfaction, producing prosperi- 
ty or even better times, conditions have 
not improved and are still awaiting the 
magic touch of some mysterious force to 
start them upward. We may be assured 
the tariff will not do it. nor any other le- 
gislation congress may enact. When we 
have prosperity it will come through our 
own exertion, through applied optimism, 
through determination and resourceful- 
ness. The route will not be via Washing- 
ton. 
It is much more apt to be via Liver- 


pool. Cherbourg. Hamburg and other for- 
eign ports. 


In the second place, the American peo- 


ple do not know when they are well off. 
They are well off today, despite the large 
numbers who are out of employment. If 
they compare their lot with that of any 
other people on earth they will find them- 
selves at the top of the ladder in material 
welfare and opportunity. The plight of 
the German, the French, the Belgian and 
the British people, scourged b}' war and 
carrying financial and economic burdens 
beside which ours are as nothing, is ap- 
palling. Yet we do not hear of their ly- 
ing down. WP do not hear much of com- 
plaining. 
They are bearing their cross 


with resolution and courage and have set 
themselves to the task of recovery. 


During all the years it requires to re- 


store these countries to anything even ap- 
proaching the blessings enjoyed by the 
American people, the United States will go 
on piling up wealth and living in extrava- 
gance and luxury. In the last y&ar the 
American people have spent $3,000,000.- 
000 on luxuries. If they have to give up 
the slightest convenience, or cut their pro- 
fits the slightest degree, they set up a cry 
that, carries to heaven. In a national sense 
they know nothing of economy, of self- 
denial, of sacrifice, of distress. Yet they 
complain of their lot and mourn a reces- 
sion in business with greater dismay than 
the loss of a friend. They love to torture 
themselves with lugubrious postmortems 


on business and the future, They have no 
thought of the countless blessings and com- 
forts and privileges which surround them. 
They gather no strength from a little 
"closer" living, but bewail the lack of 
money flowing out of a pump. 


Tbe American people should observe the 


spirit and grit with Avhich Europe is put- 
ting its shoulder to the wheel and shutting 
its eyes to almost insuperable difficulties 
left by the havoc of war. All lots in life 
are measurable only by comparison, Ours 
is still one of luxury and plenty. We. have 
nothing nationally to complain of. We 
have everything to be thankful for, to 
stimulate us, to bring out the best there 
is in us. But are we doing this when we 
are upset by a little slack in business? 
Where is the modicum of character that 
could with so little exertion take up the 
slack in business? Are we showing the 
white feather here in this land of plenty? 
Let us take a good, square look at Europe 
and answer the question 
frankly and 


honestlv.

It swallow? our own imperial- 
ism in the Philippines when it knows it 
ought to be terminated, and misrepresents 
an international situation to justify a po- 
litical end. 


This kind of journalism is an affront to

Likewise I 
am aware that many individuals who are already 
endowed or afflicted with a high rate of metabolism, 
a too active vital fire or combustion process, a hyper- 
thyroidism, as in exophthalmic goitre, early tubercu- 
losis, and many other diseases, suffer from various 
distressing effects like palpitation and excitement if 
they indulge in even small amounts of coffee. Of 
course this class of invalids or near-invalids should 
not use'stimulants unless by direction. 


"When .coffee is permitted to boil, even for a few 


seconds, the boiling extracts from the coffee grains 
considerable tannin (tannic acid), which is a abomi- 
nation to the stomach and which also destroys the 
delicate flavor of the coffee. 
The aroma of coffee is 


best brought out by a brief preliminary treatment 
with cold water—let it stand a little while before 
heating, and remember'that a pot that shouldn't boil 
must be watched. (Various percolators make fairly 
good coffee, I agree, but I can see no improvement 
on the old-fashioned coffee pot). I take mine with 
all the cream the time and place afford, and all the 
sugar I dare shovel in. However, it is just as bene- 
ficial, from the hygienic viewpoint, without cream 
or sugar, if you like it that way.

"I am going east to go to school," 


said Lord Northcliffe. "I will not ex- 
press views on subjects with which I 
am only partially familiar and that 
at second-hand. 


"There is one point, however, which 


very deeply concerns the situation on 
the 
Pacific seaboaid—a point upon 


which I should like to talk to you— 
and that is the vital question of the 
reduction of armaments 


"That question is, to my mind, one 


of 
the most momentous which has 


ever been laid before any gathering 
of nations; and upon its successful 
solution depends, 
I am firmly con- 


vinced ,the peace, prosperity and hap- 
piness of the world lor many years to 
come. 


"The burden of armaments which 


has so long lain on the shoulders of 
civilization must be very largely re- 
duced if we are evert to recover from 
the shock of the war 


'•It will not be easv to find immedi- 


ately a basis upon which all the na- 
tions concerned will agree to curtail 
their armaments 


"We in Great Britain, yourselves, 


our allies, the whole world, perhaps 
are inclined 
today, in the reaction 


which the end of the war has brought 
upon tis, to lean anew 
upon fight- 


ing strength as the one force which 
renders possible even the patched and 
tattered peace we have so far man 
aged to achieve. 


"The Washington conference must 


scotch this dire pel J, and I am abso- 
lutely persuaded that if everj' dole- 
gate there will keep before his eyes 
this single supreme object, and, in so 
doing-, faithfully represent the op 
mlon of this country—and, what is 
equally important, if we, the share 
holders in this tremendous business of 
renewing the sanity of the world, will 
do the utmost in our power to pre- 
vent the intrusion of any otner con- 
siderations 
at the Washington con 


ference—the 
solid 
common 
sense 


which ig latent in every civilized na 
tion will see to it that the greatest 
council the world has ever known will 
be earned on in an amosphere of sin- 
cerity and good faith. 


"Unless that atmosphere can br 


created 
and made to endure; unlcso 


each and every nation honestly shows 
that it is represented at Washington 
for the single purpose for which the 
genuine hmitaton of armaments, and 
that no thought of tactical gams of

opportunity 
in history for 
securing 


permanent and universal peace ami 
prosperity 
will have been 
thrown

"We muE' all be mentally disarmed
